It Is a Rare Event Among the
Negrogs.

SAYS THEY HAVE NO REMORSE
Old "Uncl_ehl.-c—\::‘;: :_Pistol and
Polson Skou'd Not Be 5S¢
Handy.

The rapid increase of sulcides in the
south is alarming and provokes the
serious study of our thinking peopia
Filty years ago a enicide was a rare
event among the white race, and never
heard of among the negroes. When {1
did occur, it was considered an  evi-
denco of insanity. 1 do not recall bt
one instance in my vouth and that
Wias a4 woman who jumped into a deep
well when no help was within  reach.
But nowadays wlmost every daily pa-
per contains an secount of one or more
self-murders, and eoven negroes have
taken the infection, for they will imi-
tate every vice ang frailly of the
whites. Old Lewis, who is my wood
chopper, asked me the other day how it
was that the white folks kill “derselves
80 much, and de niggers dident.” “[In.
cau=e,” sald I, “white folks are more
easily overcome with grief, or remarse
or distress, thau negross, You negroes
don’t borrow trouble, nor take it hard
when it does come. You don't Eive
Yourselves much anxiety about to-mor-
row, or next week, or next year. You
don't grieve long over a death in the
family; your emotional nature is of g
low grade; your marriage relation 1s

loose; in fact, it is on the de line
gince freedom came. The MAr g
records show that your legal mur-

rlage are 60 per cent. less, aczcording
to population. than in the white race
and the decrease gets less and  Jess
every year. Your young men and wo
men don't marry: they just take uy
amnd quit when they please, and so the
men don’t care very much about the
welfare of their elildren, if they have
any. Besides all this, [necle Lew's
your race has a trait of stealing little
things, and this accounts in n greal
measure for their indiference to the
laying up of something for the future;
something for the winter, or the rafny
days, or for old age. If the wors
comes to the worst, thay know they
can steal or beg. 1If your young folks
men and women, haven't got out g
dollar in the world, they will spend |
for a watermelon. or an excursion, ani

take the chances. Now, Uncle Lewis
you remember when there wasn't ¢

chaingang in the south, nor a helnons
crime nor a brutal ontrage, committod
by your people, from  the Potoma |
river to the Rio Grande. Now tho |
are in Georgin alone over 4.000 of vouy |
peaple in the chalnganes, and  there |
would be 4000 more if all the littl
stealings were. puniched.”

There is the rub. 1 couldn't tell him
but 1 did say, “I'nele Lewis, your rice
has got some mighty good traite, ané
I llke to have you abont us; vou are
Kind-hearted, good-natured, casy L
please, and don’t earry mallee or e
venge in your Leat:: yon steal, buf|
you don't cheat anybody. The white
race won’t steal, but they will eheat
or tike advantage in a trade, and that
is worse. 1 von trust a neero witl
anything he will not abuse your oon
fidence, but & white -man  will en
bezzle and defraud and even the cash-
fers of banks will appropriate the
bank's money, and falsify the books
for months and years. Every race has
its race traits, both bad and good
Some of your bad ones were almost run
out by slavery, but they have come
back again, and all your college edu-
cation doeg not stop it. It makes i
worse. There is nothing will stop i
but work, constant work, every day
under some gooxd employver. Work or
the farm is your best safeguard, or
work as mechanies under good con-
tractors. Your people make good me-
chanles, and the white people employ
them and patronize them just as will-
Ingly as they do white mechanies. The
negro  blacksmiths and mesons gei
good employment here and every
where, and as for cooking and washing
and nursing, vour women have it all
The two races would fit together nicely
if It wasn't for polities and idleness
An ldle negro 1s a dangerous creaturs
and should be taken up and putl te
work., He is much more dangerons
than an idle white man, for he has ne
shaume, and fears not God nor regarids
man. If 1 were a law-maker, I would
make continugd idllencss a  erimme
for, as Ben Franklln sgays, “It is the
parent of vice,”

I started to wrjte about suicides, bt
EOt to preaching U'nela Lewis a sor
mon and got off the track. Nineteen
hundred years ago Plutarch, the
Greek historian, sald that self-murder
wns cowardize, for a brave man woul!
suffer rather than take the life that
God gave him. Edif-mmurder was a
heinous erime  under the old English
law, The estate of the felo de se was
confiscated, and taken away from his
family. His body was burled on the
highway without a coflin and a sharp
stake thrust throush it to mark the
acoursed spot. Sgiclde was under the
ban of the church, and no prayer:
woere sald for his soul, In no elvillzad
country has sulcide been Justified, ox-
vept In such cases as that of Saul, who
fell on his sword beeause, as he sald
“Jast these uncirenmelsed  Philiatine
thrust me through and abuss me' O
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perhaps that other notable case th

geriptures record, that of Judas, whose
remorse was so dreadful he preferred
hell or apything that would be a
change, Dut generally it is “better to
endure the ills we have, than fly to
thosze we know not of.” Almost every
day we read of young men and young
women killing themselves because of
disappointment or dissipation, or about
love or money. They must believe
there is no hereafter, or all punish-
ment ends with this life. Surely no
Christian man or woman would think
of gelf-murder. Wait, walt, young
man, young woman; walit, 1 say—suf-
fer and be strong; only cowards kill
themselves. The soul is locked un In
this casket and God only has the key.
Wait and trust Him. Remorse for a
great erime may atone somewhat for
gelf-murder. Miss Morrison might have
killed herself after she killed her rival,
and it would have seemed heroic.
When Othello discovered his great mis
take in killing Desdemona, his perora-
tion was grand as he said. I took the
circumeised doz by the throat and
smote him thus,” and then stabbod
himself and died, for, as Shakespeara
says, ““He was great of heart.” 1In
ancient Greece and Rome their notable
warriors sometimes killed themselves,
rather than suffer the stings of defeat
in battie. In Japan military officeis
commit what is called harakarf (rip-
ping open the adbomen) to avoid per-
sonal disgrace. But In our land tha
pistel or poison has superseded
other means of sulcide. It would save
thousands of lives If the pistol was
ubolished by law. Not one should be
allowed in any hounsebold; they are
entirely too convenient for murder or
sulclde or robbery or revenge. And
the sale of poison should be so rezu-
lated that no one could buy it execept
upon the most careful inquiry as to iis
Intended use. Human life is too sacred
to be endangered by pistols and :K)i:i'-’llll'l
for as St. Paul says, *We are made in
the image of God.”

Well, we see that Mr. Crumpicker,
or Stumpsucker, or some such name
from Indiana, has opened the ball at
Washington with his usunl screech owl
howl aguinst the south. He was in
such a malignant hurry that he got in
the first bill, and it iz to reduce the
representation of the south in con-
gress. ‘He reminds me of Haman,
whose stomach would not digest his
food as long as he saw Mordecai sit-
ting at the king's gate. Ho has begun
to build a gallows for us. Lot him
beware, for it was Haman who was
hanged. Some of these rabld repub-
licans remind me of old Sato. the Ro-
man censor, who hated the Cart hoo
genians so bad that he never voted on
iny question in the Roman sennaiy
without adding. “And 1 also vote that
Carthage be destroyed.”

5. D. Stokes Shot the Rev. J. H
Yy Wohl in a Street Duel,

RESULT OF A STARTLING SERMON

I'he Tragedy Occurred at Willlamsom
- W. Vs, — Minlscor Passed tho Lio and
First Drew His Revolver—As the Laws
yYer Fell Seriously Wounded Heo Shot
and Killed His Assailant.

Huntington, W. Va. (Speciall.—At
Willinmson, the county seat of Mingo
County. W. Va. 8. Davis Stokes shot
and instantly killed the Rev. John H.
Wohl, pastor of the First Presbyterian
Chureh, in a street duel, The tragedy
wig the outeome of a sensational ser-
mon filled with the spirit of reform.

AMr. Woll determined to put a stop
to the many dances given by the young

Willinmson was shaken to its centre,

Mutual
friends huoshed the matter up  and
eudeavored to reconecile  all parties
concerned,

Stokes stopped in fronde of the resi-
dence oceupled by Mr, Woll, several

days later amd whiks engaged Inconver
sation  with Mrs. Sarah Levine, of
Richmond, Va,, a wvisltor to Willlam-
0L wias ondered w o wove oo from In
front of the residence, Seemingly in
1 good humor, Stokes started to com-
ply, when Minister Waohll, standing on
the steps of his porch, angrily  wold
him to hasten,
